/\  T last  the  base  ball  team  seems  to  have 
^ gotten  down  to  steady  work,  and  from 
now  on  we  can  expect  a goodly  proportion  of 
victories.  The  one  chronicled  in  this  number 
of  The  Burr  is  none  the  less  acceptable  because 
it  was  over  our  dearest  enemies  from  down  the 
river.  Our  pitchers  are  improving  with  every 
game  played,  and  if  the  base  running  and  team 
work  show  a corresponding  advance,  a credit- 
able showing  can  yet  be  made.  It  is  in  base 
running,  perhaps,  that  the  nine  shows  the 
greatest  weakness,  in  the  Lafayette  game  it  was 
a little  better  than  usual,  but  it  has  been  uni- 
formly poor  all  the  season.  Let  the  team  re- 
member that  there  is  still  time  to  make  a fairly 
good  record.  In  any  case  the  nine  must  win 
a majority  of  the  games  with  Lafayette,  ifbase- 
ball  were  not  so  uncertain  a game,  we  would 
say  that  it  ought  to  take  the  whole  .series. 

congratulate  the  lacrosse  team 
^ ^ upon  the  result  of  the  first  cham- 
pionship game.  It  was  a hard  fight,  but  our 
men  showed  that  the  confidence  which  the 
college  reposes  in  them  was  not  misplaced.  On 
a strange  ground,  with  all  the  chances  that  this 
entails  against  them,  our  team  went  up  against 
almost  the  same  men  that  took  the  champion- 
ship in  ’92,  and  won.  It  was  a glorious  vic- 
tory. But  let  those  on  the  team  remember 
that  only  the  first  step  has  been  taken ; second 
place  in  the  Association  is  no  honor.  The 


game  with  Johns  Hopkins  is  of  even  more  im- 
portance than  the  Stevens  game,  for  the  e.xpec- 
tation  of  the  University  has  now  been  aroused. 
All  think  that  it  is  our  turn  to  take  the  ban- 
ner. Let  every  member  of  the  team  make  it 
a point  of  honor  to  train  faithfully  during  the 
next  few  days,  remembering  that  the  future  of 
the  game  at  Lehigh  hangs  upon  the  showing 
made  on  Saturday. 

T N a few  weeks  we  will  have  seen  the  close 
of  another  college  year.  We,  who  have 
witnessed  several  of  these  years  roll  by,  have 
remarked  that  if  there  is  one  thing  Lehigh 
can  pride  itself  upon,  it  is  her  smoothly 
running  mechanism.  And  yet  during  this 
time  there  has  developed  in  us  a growing  idea 
that  there  is  something  radically  wrong  in  our 
chapel  service.  It  is  useless  to  advance  argu- 
ments for  voluntary  chapel.  Compulsion  in 
religious  matters  has  become  one  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  this  institution,  and  the 
undergradu.ate  has  settled  down  into  that  feel- 
ing of  indifference  which  may  be  observed  by 
any  Sunday  visitor  at  any  time.  It  is  only  an- 
other e.xample  of  the  retaliating  spirit  of  the 
American  youth  when  the  right  to  think  and 
act  on  all  matters  is  taken  from  him.  We  ask 
the  Faculty  if  the  purpose  for  which  the 
chapel  was  built  is  being  accomplished?  Sor- 
rowfully admitting  its  failure,  then  a spirit  of 
progressiveness  demands  that  some  other  plan 
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be  tried.  For  years  the  Faculty  has  been 
engaged  in  the  solution  of  the  following 
problem ; 

Given — a costly  college  chapel,  magnificent 
in  design  and  appointment,  excellent  music, 
and  compulsory  chapel  attendance,  to  find  a 
sincere  and  devout  attendant. 

Result : the  mellow  light  pouring  through 
the  stained  glass  falls  upon  the  average  colle- 
gian wrapt  not  in  devotion  but  peaceful  slum- 
ber. To  him  the  “Te  Deum”  and  the  “Jubilate” 
are  but  occasions  when  he  must  arouse  him- 
self for  the  .sake  of  appearances  as  well  as  to 
keep  within  the  absence  limit.  And  the  ser- 
mon becomes  only  a period  of  rest  or  hopeless 
mental  inactivity  for  him  who  has  faithfully 
acted  his  part  in  the  preceding  service. 

It  is  pleasant  to  dream  of  a Lehigh  milleni- 
um  when  there  will  be  voluntary  attendance 
upon  vesper  services  at  the  close  of  each  Sab- 
bath day.  When  a thousand  voices  of  manly 
collegians  will  swell  the  strains  of  the  “ Te 
Deum  Laudamus,”  and  when  the  gospel  of 
love  that  Bishop  Brooks  ever  preached  to  col- 
lege men,  will  echo  and  reecho  in  the  hearers’ 
hearts. 

At  present  the  writer  sincerely  believes  it 
would  be  better  for  the  welfare  of  the  college 
were  infidel  arguments  expounded  from  the 
lecturn  in  order  that  the  thinking  men  might 
be  aroused  from  their  religious  apathy  to  com- 
bat and  refute  them  rather  than  graduates 
should  go  forth  with  a distaste  for  what,  in 
* their  childhood,  they  were  taught  to  reverence. 

S the  'Ninety  four  Epitome  Board  has 
^ just  given  to  the  public  the  fruits  of  its 
labors,  and  as  the  ’Ninety-five  Board  is  about 
to  enter  upon  its  duties,  it  seems  a peculiarly 
fitting  time  to  make  some  suggestions  as  to 
improvements  in  that  publication.  No  doubt 
all  of  these  ideas  are  old  and  some  are  imprac- 
ticable, but,  nevertheless,  we  give  them  for 
what  they  are  worth. 

The  first  thought  upon  looking  over  a file 
of  old  volumes  of  our  annual  is  to  note  the 


steady  increase  in  size  as  the  years  go  on. 
From  the  modest  little  volume  of  less  than  a 
hundred  pages,  it  has  grown  until  now  it  is 
climbing  quickly  up  toward  the  three  hundred 
mark  and  the  book  is  beginning  to  assume 
almost  aldermanic  proportions.  The  question 
arises,  "Where  will  this  increase  in  size  stop?” 
Even  now  the  book  is  slightly  too  thick  to 
have  that  graceful  appearance  that  should 
characterize  it.  The  remedy  for  this  is  to 
make  the  size  of  the  page  larger.  This  would 
give  the  artists  more  freedom  and  the  pictures 
of  the  teams  and  other  organizations  would 
not  suffer  so  much  reduction.  There  will,  of 
course,  be  the  objection  to  this  change  that 
there  has  been  a uniform  size  decided  upon 
and  adhered  to  from  the  beginning,  and  that 
this  uniformity  would  be  lost  by  the  alteration, 
but  we  think  that  the  advantages  gained  more 
than  balance  this  single  loss.  In  addition  to 
this  we  would  like  to  see,  at  some  college 
meeting,  a date  set  on  which  the  Epitome 
is  to  be  brought  out.  Not  that  we  think  it 
will  always  be  possible  to  put  the  book  on  the 
market  at  a certain  time,  but  there  should  be  a 
day  on  which  every  Board  should  aim 

to  bring  its  book  before  the  public  and  the 
college  will  not  be  expectantly  waiting 
from  April  to  June  for  the  posters  that 
announce  the  coming  of  the  book.  We  should 
suggest  the  first  of  May  as  a suitable  date. 

Then  too,  every  Epitome  Board  should  strive 
to  make  the  book  not  only  representative  of 
the  class,  but  of  the  University.  A college  is 
often  judged  by  its  annual.  One  class  does 
not  contain  all  of  the  literary  and  artistic  talent 
of  the  University,  and  if  the  .Epitome  is  to  be 
kept  at  a consistently  high  standard,  every  man 
in  college  that  can  do  this  work  must  be  in- 
duced to  contribute.  In  former  years,  we  know 
the  artists  have  worked  without  regard  to  class 
pride  or  feeling,  but  in  the  line  of  literary 
work  no  board  has  had  the  choice  of  matter 
that  it  has  wished.  Why  not  inaugurate  the 
custom  of  giving  the  literary  as  well  as  the  ar- 
tistic contributors  credit  by  permitting  them  to 
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affix  their  name  or  noin  tie  plume  to  their  pro- 
ductions? If  in  addition  to  this,  small  prizes 
were  given  for  the  best  design  for  a cover,  the 
best  collection  of  “gags,”  the  best  drawings, 
and  the  best  articles  in  prose  and  verse,  we 
think  a decidedly  better  annual  could  be 
assured,  as  the  matter  to  select  from  would  be 


much  more  varied.  The  Epitome  comes  in 
comparison  with  annuals  that  offer  such  induce- 
ments as  these  to  contributors  and  it  should  be 
given  an  even  chance.  It  should  not  be  the 
work  of  merely  the  small  body  of  men  that 
constitute  the  Board  but  it  should  contain  the 
work  of  the  best  talent  to  be  found  at  Lehigh.

STEVENS,  3;  LEHIGH,  6. 

On  Saturday,  May  13,  the  first  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate lacrosse  championship  games  was 
played  at  Hoboken,  with  the  above  result. 
The  proverbial  New  York  weather  made  it  a 
most  disagreeable  day  for  both  spectator  and 
player.  However,  the  Stevens  men  found 
many  fair  admirers  loyal  enough  to  brave  the 
stormy  weather,  and  the  grand  stand  was  a 
fluttering  array  of  cardinal  and  gray.  About 
thirty  Lehigh  men  accompanied  the  team,  and 
together  with  a few  alumni  gathered  in  from 
the  neighborhood  did  yeoman  service  as  far  as 
yelling  and  backing  were  concerned.  The  game 
was  wildly  exciting  from  start  to  finish,  though 
the  wet  weather  certainly  affected  Lehigh’s 
team  play,  which  is  such  a specialty  this  sea- 
-son.  Throughout  the  game  the  “ Boom-rah  ” 
challenge  of  Stevens,  varied  with  the  “siren” 
screech,  ever  found  a ready  answer  in  the  deep 
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loudly-rolling  Lehigh  cheer.  It  was  a mag- 
nificent exhibition,  and  Lehigh  won  only  in  the 
last  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  of  play. 

The  ball  was  faced  off  about  4 o’clock.  Le- 
high’s attack  immediately  captured  it  and 
made  several  ineffectual  attempts  to  score. 
Then  Stevens’  defence  sent  the  ball  into  Le- 
high’s territory,  where  Kellogg  secured  it  and 
shot  the  first  goal  for  Stevens. 

After  about  five  minutes  of  hard  work  the 
ball  was  passed  to  N.  Banks,  who  shot  the 
first  goal  for  Lehigh.  A few  minutes  later 
Symington  .scored  again  for  Lehigh. 

Just  before  the  referee  called  time  for  the 
first  half,  Kellogg  shot  a second  goal  for  Ste- 
vens amid  great  cheering. 

Score  : Stevens,  2 ; Lehigh,  2. 

Throughout  the  first  half  it  was  evident  that 
Lehigh  had  set  a very  fast  pace.  In  brilliant 
stick  work  and  team  play  they  were  ahead  of 
Stevens,  and  only  the  slippery  ground  and  the 
splendid  playing  of  Cuntz  and  Coyne  had  pre- 
vented further  scoring. 

Very  soon  after  the  face  off  in  the  second 
half,  H.  Banks  scored,  but  almost  immediately 
McCord  tied  the  score.  As  in  the  game  of  the 
year  before,  it  seemed  to  be  now  purely  a 
question  of  training.  The  Lehigh  enthusiasts 
were  soon  given  a chance  to  embrace  one  an- 
other when  N.  Banks  threw  another  goal 
through  the  well-nigh  impenetrable  Coyne. 

McCord  the  brilliant  Stevens  attack,  who 
was  playing  pluckily  with  a broken  nose,  upon 


being  heavily  body  checked,  was  forced  to  re- 
tire, Lehigh  giving  up  Mas.sey  who  had  been 
doing  very  creditable  work.  The  Stevens  men 
died  very  hard,  and  only  when  N,  Banks  shot 
another  goal  did  they  become  disheartened 
and  weaken  in  their  play. 

The  sixth  and  last  goal  for  Lehigh  was  made 
by  N.  Banks,  assisted  by  almost  the  entire 
attack. 

Score  : Stevens,  3 ; Lehigh,  6. 

For  Lehigh,  the  playing  of  the  Banks  broth- 
ers, Hilliard  and  Symington  was  particularly 
noticeable.  Down  at  the  other  end  of  the  field, 
Ordway  was  everywhere.  In  fact  the  body 
checking  of  the  entire  defence  was  something 
terrific. 

For  Stevens,  Cuntz  and  Coyne  were  towers 
of  strength,  while  Kellogg  and  McCord  did 
good  work  for  the  attack.  The  teams  :
